1 beleeue alſo and confeſſe leſus Chriſt 
the onely Saniour and Meſsias, who beiug 
equall with Gu, made hi nſelfe of no re. 
putation. but tooke on him the ſhape of a 
ler uant, and becanie man, in allthings like 
vnto vs, except fin, to aſſuxe vs of mercie 
and forgiuencſſe. For en through our 
father Adamstranigreſsion we were be- 
come children of perdit ion, there was no 
meanes to bring vs from that yoke of fin 
and damnation,but onely leſus Chriſt our 
Lord, who giuing vs that by grace. Which 
was his by nature, made vs through faith 
the children of God: who when the ful - 
eſſe of tiuie was come, was conceiued by 
the powe r of the holy Choſt, horne ot the 
Virgin Marie (accoroing to the Beſh) and 
preached in earth the Goſpelof ſaluation, 
til at the length bytyranny ef the Prieſts, 
he was guiltlefle condemned vncer Pons 
tins Palate, then Prefident of Iurie, and 
molt landexoufy hanged on the croſle be- 

teen 
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tweene two theeues, as a notorious treſ- 
paſſer, where taking vpon him the puniſh- 


ment for our finnes, he dehnered vs from 


the curſe of the Law. 
And foraſmuchashe being onely God, 
could not fecle death, neither being onely 


man could oucrcome death; he 1oyned 


both together, and ſuffered his humanitie 
to be punuhed with moſt cruel death, fee- 
ling in himſelfe the anger and ſeuere iudg- 
meift o f God, euen as ut he had bene in ex- 
treame torments ef hell; and therefore 
cried with a loud voice, My God m God, 
why haſt thou forſaken met hus of his free 


mercie, without compulſion, he offered vp 


himſelfe as the enely ſacrihce to purge 
the ſinnes of all the world; ſb that all o- 
ther ſacrifices fer ſin areblaſpłemous, and 
derogate from the ſufhciencie hereof? 
which death, albeit it diafufhcienely re- 
cuncile vs ta God, yet the Scriptures 
commonly do attribute our regeneratien 
to his reſurrection. For as by riſing aga.ne 
from tne graue the third day, he conque- 
red death;euen ſo the victorie of our faith 
ſtande th in his reſurrection: and therefore 
without the one, we cannot feele the be- 
neſits of the other. For as by his death 
ſinne was taken away: ſo our righteouſ-· 
neſſe was reftered by his reſurrection. 
And becauſe hee would accompliſh all 
things, and take poſſeſsion fer vs in his 
Kingdome, he aſcendedifitoheauen , to 
enlarge the ſame kingdome by the abun. 
dant power of his Spirit, by whom we are 
moſt aſſured of his continuall interceſsion 
towards God the Father for vs. 

And altheugb he be in heaven, 28 tou- 
ching his corporall preſence, where the 
Father hatk no ſet kim at his right band 
committing vnto him the auminiſtration 
of all — wel in heauen abo e, as in 
earth beneathtyet is he preſent with vs his 
members, euen to the end of the world, 
in preſerning and governing vs with his 
effectuall power and grace, who (when all 
things arc fulfilled, which God hath ſpo- 
ken by the mouth of his Prophets fince 
the world began) wil come in the ſame vi- 
fible forme & herein he aſcended, with 
an vuſpeakable maieſtie, pewcr and com- 
panie, to ſeparate the I ambes from the 
Goates, the elect from the reprobate: fo 
that none, whether he be aliue then, or 
dead before ſhall eſcape his iudgement. 

Moreouer, Ibeleeue and coufeſſe the ho- 
ly Ghoſt. God equall with the Father and 
Ss Son, ho regenerateth and ſand ;fieth 
vs, and ruleth and guiceth vs into all 
truth, periwadivg moſt affuredly in our 
conſciences, that we be the children of 
God, brethren to leſus Chriſt, and fellow 
heires with him of life euerlaſtingyetnot · 


withſtanding it iz net ſufheient to beleeue

that God is omnipetent and mere Full 
that Chriſt hath inade ſatufaction, or that 

the holy Ghoſt hath his power and effect,

Church. which as members of Ieſus Chriſt 
the onely head thereof, conſent in faith, 
hope, and charitie, vſing the gifts of God, 
whether they be temporall or ſpiritual, 
to the profit and furtherance of the ſamee 
which Church is net ſcene to mans eye, 
but only krowne to God, who of the loſt 
ſonnes of Adam, hath ordained ſome ag 
veſſels of wrath to damnation, and hath 
choſen others as veſſels of his mercy to be 
ſaued, the which in due time he calleth to 
integritie of life and godly conuerſation, 
to make it a glorious Church to himſelfe. 

But that Church which is viſible & ſeene 
to the eye, hath three token and markes 
wherbyit may be knowne.Firſt,the word 
of God contained in the old and new 
Teſtament, which as it is aboue the autho- 
ritie uf the ſame Church, and onely ſuffi» 
cient to inſtruct vs in all things concers 
ning ſaluation, ſo is it left for all degrees 
of inen to reade & vnderſtand. Fer with- 
out this word, neither Church, Councell, 
nor Decree, can ſtabliſh any point tou- 
ching ſaluation. ; 

The ſecond marke, is the holy Sacra- 
ments, to wit, of Baptiſme and the Lords 
Supper,which SacramentsCnr:|t hath left 
vnte vs, as holy fignes andſeales of Gods 
promiſes, For as by Baptiime once recet- 
ued is ſigniſied, ehat we (as well infants, as 
other of age and diſcreton) beiu ig ſtran- 
gers from God by originall un, are recei- 
aed into lus familie ana cogtegation, with 
full afforance, that —_ this root of 
ſinne lie hid in vs, yet to the elect it ſhall 
not be imputed : fo the Supper dec lareth, 
that God az amoſt prouident Father doth 
not onely feed our bodies but alſe ſpiri- 
tually nouriſheth our ſoules with the gra- 
ces and benefits of Ieſus Chrift , (which 
the Scripture calleth eating of has fleſh 
and drinking ef his bloud : q neither muſk 
we in the adminiſtration of the Sacra» 
ments. follow mans fantaſie, but as Chriſt 
himſelſe hath ordaiged , ſo mult they be 
miniſtred, and by ſuch as by ordinary vo- 
cation are thereunto called. Therefere 
whoſoeuerreſerueth or worſhippeth theſe 
Sacraments, ur contrariwiſecentemneth 
them in time and place, procureth to him e 
ſelfe damration. 

Ihe third mark of this Church, is Eccles 
ſiaſticall ciſci,!ine, which Ranacth in ads 
monition and correction of faults: the Go 
nall end whereof is ex communication, by 
the conſent of the Church determined, if 
the offender he ob ſtinate. And beſide this 
Ecꝭla :- 


Beclefiaftical Efcipline,Tacknowledge to 
belongtothis Church, a politicke Magi- 
| ftrate,. who miniſtreth to euery man iu · 

Rice, defending the good, and puniſhing 
the euill: To whom we muſt render honor 


and obedience in all thinga, whick are not 
contrary te the word of God. And as 
Moſes, Ezechias, Ioſias, and other godly 
ralers purged the Church of God from ſu- 
perſtition and idolatrie, ſo the defence 
of Chriſts Church appertaineth to the 
. Chriſtian Magiltrates,again(t al Idolaters 
and heretiks, as Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, wich 
fuck like lims of Antichrift;co root out all 
doctrine of dinels and men, as the Maſſe, 
Purgatorie , Linabus Patrum , Prayer to 
Saints, and for the dead, Freewill, Diſtin- 
Quon of meates, apparell and dayes, vowes 
of ſingle life, Preſence at idoll ſeruice, 
mans merits, with ſuchlike : which draw 
vs from the ſocietic of Chriſis Church, 
wherein ſtandeth onelyremiſzion of fins, 
purchaſed by Chriſta blond to all them

that beleene, whether they be Tewevet 
Gentiles;and leade vs to vaine confidence 
in creatures and truſt to our owne 1magi- 
nation: the puniſhment whereof, although 
God oſtentimes deferreth in this life, yet 
after the generall reſurrection, when our 
ſoules and bodies ſhall riſe againe to im- 
mortalitie, they ſhall be damned to vn- 
quenchable fire: ard then we which naue 
forſaken all mens wiſedome,to c|caue vn- 
to Chriſt , ſhall heare that ioy ful. voyce:
